Recently I happened to be in England on business at the same time as Newbury and District Amateur 
Radio Society (NADARS), a local club, held their Radio Rally [hamfest] and dropped in to see if there 
were any major differences between ours and theirs. As I found out, there was not much difference be- 
tween theirs and, say, Dalton’s yearly hamfest. The terminology is different but generally the principles 
remain the same. One interesting difference, however, was that the Rally was held on a Sunday instead 
of a Saturday. I never did get to the bottom of that.

All sorts of Hams were present with the inevitable HT’s attached to their persons. All were roaming the 
Boot Sale [BoneYard] for good prices on new or used equipment. There were catering lorries [food 
trucks] lined up offering tea and coffee and snacks. I will admit that the food selection was a tad more 
“foo-foo” than what I would expect in a hamfest — no hot dogs or burgers but instead some rather nice 
sandwiches, croissants, pastries, and other fancy stuff. 


Some of the items in the “Boot Sale” were not what you might commonly find in the USA, like British 
and Russian military radios, but others were common enough, such as WRT54G Wi-Fi AP’s, Motorola 
HT’s, military poles, Kenwood/Yaesu/Icom HF rigs.

Incident on 6/18/14: Ne 
At approximately 1720 UTC, Maritime Mobile Service Network net control station Donald Plunkett, 
VAGFH, received a distress call from a fellow amateur radio mobile operator on 14.300 Mhz. The opera- 
tor advised VA6FH that he was a truck driver and that there was a serious motor vehicle crash between a 
truck and vehicle just outside of Stockton, Texas. The operator asked the Net Control Station to immediately contact the Texas 
Department of Public Safety. The operator explained that he was outside of both cellular phone service as well as local VHF/ 
UHF repeater coverage. 


With the assistance of fellow net control station Ken Porter, ACOML, a landline call was made to the Texas Department 
of Public Safety. Several emergency units were dispatched to the scene thanks to the effective communications and teamwork 
by these two net control stations. 


Maritime Mobile Service Network net control stations are used to assisting maritime stations with routine reports, weather in- 
formation and emergencies. This incident represents a land based rescue in which the reporting station advised that he always 
knew that the Maritime Mobile Service Network was always on 14.300. A first rate job by both net control stations! 


Incident on 7/24/14: 

On 7/24/14 at approximately 1839 hrs UTC, Maritime Mobile Service Network Net Control Station Ken Porter, ACOML, 
received a distress call on 14.300 Mhz from fellow amateur radio operator George Molnar, KF2T. Mr. Molnar was 

in land mobile operation. KF2T had declared an emergency with the Net Control Station and advised that he witnessed 

a tractor-trailer truck overturn on Nevada Highway 318, approximately 26 miles south of US 93. The location 

was in a deep canyon with no cellular telephone service available or any VHF/UHF repeaters in the area. 


At approximately 1844 hrs UTC, ACOML placed the Maritime Net in emergency status and obtained further information 
from the KF2T regarding the exact location and injury status. ACOML notified the Las Vegas Police Department 

and while the dispatcher was on landline with him, he relayed needed information which the dispatcher 

required to dispatch emergency vehicles. 


At approximately 1853 hrs UTC, troopers from the Nevada State Highway Patrol were dispatched to the scene. 
Thankfully there were no injuries but the driver of the truck was completely startled and somewhat in shock as to 
what had happened. All lanes of Highway 318 were completely blocked with perishable items from the vehicle 
scattered about the roadway. 


The Maritime Mobile Service Network is known for it’s service to maritime vessels in dealing with routine traffic 
and maritime emergencies. When interviewed, ACOML advised he was “quite surprised to be receiving a land 
based emergency but understood why it would happen” 


The Maritime Mobile Service Network operates between the hours of 1600 to 0200 UTC daily and the amateur 
public is aware that they will most likely find assistance on that frequency. 


As George Molnar, KF2T states “we were out in the middle of nowhere, where no cell carrier covered (I had three 
cell devices with me!), no OnStar, not even any highway department radio coverage. Truckers, CBs didn’t reach 
anyone outside the canyon. Only ham radio worked!”
